Millionaire Davis Falls and Dies of Con-

CHICAGO, Jan, 25,—[By the Associ-

cago, one of the heirs ofthe late mil- 
lionaire A. J. Davis of Montana, fell 
down the stairway of the ‘Driard House 
and is dying of concussion of the brain. 

Victoria (B. C.,) Jan. 25.—John Da- 
vis of Chicago, heir to seve! millions 
in the famous Montana will case, died 
here last night of concussion of the 
brain, Davis was here witha party of 
friends and was stopping at the Driard 
House.

North, One South. 


Commander H. L, Johnson Dismissed 
from the U. S. Navy, - 


Blaine Passes a Good Night With No 
 Pereeptible Change.

New Jan. 25.—[By the pee 
sociated Press.| Oneofthe most hor-_ 
rible crimes ever committed here oc- 
curred this evening, and resulted in a 
woman’s throat being cut from ear to 
ear, one man being murdered and an- 
other being lynched. The crime took 
place in the fifth district of this city, 
which is far off from the thickly-settled 
neighboraood. Mrs. Martin McMahon, 
an aged woman who keeps a grocery, 
some time ago hired a negro ex-convict 
named Fisher. This evening Mrs, Mc- 
Mahon sent the negro on an errand. 
She expressed displeasure at a trifling 
purchase ke made for her, when the 
negro, without warning, rushed for the 
woman. He caught her by the hair 
and cut her throat.. 

The woman's screams attracted the 
attention of a white man who ran to her 
assistance. The negro fled, jumping a 
back fence and hid in an outhouse. In 
the meantime the noise brought a man 
named John Barrett. He caught the 
negro, but the latter turned and stabbed 
Barrett three times, killing him in- 
 stantly. By this time the neighbor- 
hood was aroused, and men armed with 
every kind of weapon came upon the 
scene, and after several sh ots bad been 
fired atthe negro the crowd quickly 
‘got arope, and with cries of ‘Hang 
-him before he dies!’’ dragged him into 
the yard and strung him up tothe near- 
est tree. Mrs, McMahon is dangeronsly 
wounded. Excitement ran high, but 
the prompt action of the police put an 
end to further trouble.

Chairman Spray 
of the Ways and Means Committee,"has 
received from Secretary Foster, of the 
Treasury, a statement showing the con- 
dition of the Treasury, and the esti- 
mated condition of it at the end of the

year. The statement shows that dur- 
in the first six months of the present 
fiscal year the receipts from all sources 
were $234,419,215; expenditures, 


—$280,571,006, leaving an excess of 


revenues over ordinary expenditures of 
$3,848,200. Cash in Treasury, includ- 
ing gold reserve July 1, 1892, $1382,- 
148,426, and December $1, 1892, 
$129,092,588. °° The total estimated 
revenues for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1898, are, $466,671,350, 
leaving an estimated surplus of re- 
ceipts over expenditures for the cur- 
rent fiscal year of exactly $2,000,000. 
The estimated cash balance avail- 
‘able on June 30, 1893, is placed 
at $120,992,877, which includes $10,- 
000,000 for gold reserve fund. For 
the next fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1894, the Secretary estimates the rev- 
enues from all sources at $490,121,- 
865. and estimated expenditures, which, 
however, do not appear to include the 
miscellaneous and extraordinary ex-

Mass-meeting to Hear Batchelor’s Re- 
port—Resolutions Adopted. 

- There was a veritable circus at Pano- 
rama Hall .last night, the occasion. be- 
ing a ‘‘mass-meeting’’ of sixty or sev-.

the report of B. W. Batchelor, chair- 
man of the People’s Party Central Com- 
mittee of Los Angeles county, who was 
sent to Sacramento to keep Kern and 
other Populists in the middle of the 
road, and to investigate the shortcom- 
ingsof members remiss in their fealty 
to the Populis party. 

Organization was effected by electing 
John Robson, a baker, chairman and A. 
Vinette secretary, two as rank ‘‘reform- 
ers’? as the party can boost of, and ‘pos- 
sessing about as much knowledge of 
parliamentary law and usage as they 
do of grammar, the ignorance of which 


socialistic views. 

Mr. Batchelor was very bitter in his 
denunciation of Marion Cannon, whom 
he likened unto Judas of the Testament, 
and Benedict Arnold of our own coun- 
try, which received vociferous ap- 
plause, as did every expression, and 
they were plentiful, wherein the red 
flag was forensically flaunted.

CAME TO BLOWS. | 


Excitement .Caused by Two Excited 
Women and a Parasol.

Two 
gentlemen, whose names were given as 
Clark and Harrington, interfered and 
each received a giancing blow from No. 
1, who had cecovered her weapon, and 
continued touse it inan endeavorto 
punish No. 2. ‘The whole affair lasted 
but a few seconds, and No. 
drove off in her carriage. 

No. 2 was seen by a TIMEs reporter 
and stated the case as above, the facts 
given being as relatei.by the clerks at 
the postoftice who witnessed the fight 
from the windows. No. 2 also says 
that No. 1. threatened to have 
her arrested. Inquiry at the po- 
lice station, however, brought no- 
information of an arrest or the igsu- 
ance of a warrant. Mrs. Rawson No.

The following opinions in cases ap- 


pealed from San Di¢go couaty were re- | 


‘eived from the Supreme Court by Dep- 
ity Clerk Ashmore yesterdéy for filing 
inthis city: 

People, etc. (respondent,) vs. Charles 
Benoit '(appellant.) Appellant was tried 
‘and convicted upon a charge of having 
committed incest with his daughter, a girl 
of 15 years of age, and was sentenced to 
the State Prison for-a term of ten years. 
At the trial the District Attorney was per- 
mitted, against the objection and excep- 
tion of defendant, to show by the testimony 
of the daughter that about two years prior 
to the commission of the alleged crime she 
was living as a prostitute with her mother 
at a certain house in San Diego, and that. 
her mother gave defendant the earnings of 
her shame, and that she thought he knew 
how she had earned the money. . 

This testimony was entirely irrevalent and. 
immaterial to thedeterminationof the is- 
sue before the court, andits admission man- 
ifesterror. Its evident effect was to preju- 


ing to show his turpitude of character; but, 

however base his nature may have been, he 
was on trial only for the offense named in 
the information, and upon that trial it was 
as much an error for the prosecution to in- 
troduce evidence tending to show that 
his character wag bad as it would have

tory writ of mandate requiring him to draw 
a warrant in favor of the Board ot Super. 
visors of San Diego county in the sum of 
$5000, for the benefit of the sufferers from 
the Tia Juana floods of February 22,1891. 

The application of*the plaintiff and judg- 
ment of the Court were based upon the pro- 
n act toa 
propriate the sum of $5000 or the benefit 
of the sufferers from the Tia Juana fiood of 
the twenty-second of February, 1891, and 
to provide for the payiient to the Board of 
Supervisors of San Diego county, and its 
distribution to vhe sufterers.”’ 

Section 1 of this act reads as folléws: 
“There is appropriated the sum of $5000 
out of any:moneys in the general fund not 
otherwise appropriated, to be paid to the 
Board of of San Diego county, 
to be by said-board. held in trust and paid 
out tor” the benefit of. the sufferers from 
the Tia Juana ods, occurring on the 
twenty-second aay of February, 1891, in 
San Diego county.’ 

The act is clearly in violation of the 
visions of section’31, article 4 of the 
 Btitution, which provides that the Legiste: 
ture shall. have no power *‘to make any 
gitt, or authorize the making of. any gift, 
of any public. money, or any thing of value, 
to any individual]."’ The objeet of this pro- 
vision is well stated in Stevenson ve. Col- 
gan (91 Cal:, 651). 

An act directing the Controller to draw 
his warrant in favor of an individual can- 


not be impeached b aliunde (Ran-: 


kin vs. Colgan 92 , 606), but here the 
facts which show ae invalidity of the ap- 
propriation appear upon the “face of the 
act, and the application ought to have been 
denied (Bowen,vs. Hurt, 93 Cal., 321). 

Judgment is reversed, with directions to 
the court below to dismiss the proceeding 
and enter judgment in favor of defendant 
for costs.

the freeze in Florida oranges are unques- 
tionably true. During the last ten days 
Florida has seen the coldest weather that 
bas prevailed since the freeze of 1886, and 
the damage, so faras frost is concerned, | 
was done on the night of the 13th inst. 

“It is a serious doubt in. my mind as to 
whether or not the.trees have not been in- 
jured, as well as the fruit frozen. It ts 

probable that some of the groves have es- 
caped, but it can be asserted as a fact that 
the major portion of the crop has been 
trozen. 

‘Authentic reports from the Indian River 
section show that ice formed there during 


the night of the 13th, while a personal ex- | 


amination by myself convinces me that the 
oranges are unquestionably damaged, 

“The fruit that is imtransit and will reach 
the markets during the next week will be 
unfrosted in my’ opinion, but after that 
time the same will speak for itself. 

“Tam given to understand, by good author- 
ity, that the pineapples have also been 
hurt. Itis hardly necessary for me to say 
that the fruit people in the State are very 
much depressed on account of this terrible 
loss, which may possibly be more than to 
the fruit itself.’’ 

- This diminution in the Florida orange crop 
will necessarily react to the advantage of 
our orange-growers here. The writer of 
the above letter emphasizes the fact that 
the freeze is the heaviest wid have 
had in Florida since 1886.

A Chicago Paper’s Advice—The Social

from the telescope should it be located 
there... On the other hand itwas admitted 
that certainly in no other place in North 
America, and probably not in the world, 
sould the great telescope be made of so 
much service to science as atop of the 
Sierra Madre range. Nothing further has 
peen heard of Prof. Lowe’s proposition or 
of Prof. Harper's plans for the final dis- 

sition of the telescope. Now we learn 
from Rockford that Mayor Starr, of that 
city, has receiveda letter from the presi- 
dent of the University of Chicago suggest- 
ing that Rockford offer twenty acres of 
land as a site for the telescope. The ob- 
servatory, President Harper is reported to 
have said, must be built away from rail-' 
roads, smoke and electric light. It is evi- 
Gent, therefore, that the university author- 
ities do not think it necessary to consult 
the convenience of students, for Rockford 
is as distant as Los Angeles, so far as the 
students are concerned. They cannot at- 
tend lectures on astronomy in Rockford 
from, say, 10 to 11 o'clock, and lectures 
on other subjects in Chicagofrom 11 to 1°.

If 
Rockford, with its railways, smoke and 
electric lights. be chosen, the telescope 
looses half its value and. is not much more 
valuable than the telescope at Evanston.

Lowe states unhesitatingly, that a teles- 
cope will be placed on Observatory Peak. 
This unequaled site has been offered to the 
Chicago University; because itis to have 
the largest glass cut so far. If, however, 
the management of this institution is not 
broad-minded_. or far-seeing enough to ac. 
cept the offer, Prof. Lowe will go the uni. 
versity one better by having a still larger 
glass cut to hisown order and placed on 
the top of the Sierra Madres, thus securing 
to Pasadena close proximity to what must 
prove the largest and most important as- 
tronomical station in the world.

He Picked Up Traveling Companion at 
Kansas City Who Appropriated His 
; Name and Landed in 
Jail, 


Jeremiah C. Smith, a young man 
whose home is in New Haven, Ct., ar- 
rived in this city yesterday and was in 
close communication with the police 
department allday. His story is an in- 
teresting one, albeit it is the same old, 
oft-repeated one, of a too trustful na- 
ture being imposed upon by an unscru- 
pulous but pleasant-appearing stranger. 

Smith is the son of a wholesale oyster 
farmer of New Haven, named George 
H. Smith, and may be said to be a very 


| shrewd young business man, from an 


Eastern standpoint, though his expe- 
rience shows him t6 be unversed in the 
ways of the wild and woolly West. He 
has a cousin named F. F. Babcock, who 
is a police officer in the city of Fresno, 
and it was as much to visit him as any- 
thing else that Smith left home in De- 
cember and started for the Pacific 
Coast. At Kansas City he fell in with 
a young fellow who gave his name 


as Rawson, gaid he was 
from Belding, Mich., and who was 
also bound for California. The two 


became quite chummy, and it was a 
source of mutual sorrow when they 
were obliged to separate at Sacramento. 
Rawson’s ticket was by rail to Los An- 
geles, while Smith had arranged to 
make the trip by water. As they con- 
fidently expected to meet in this city, 
the pair exchanged overcoats, the heavy 
chinchilla which Rawson wore being 
better adapted to the needs of a passen- 
ger going by sea.

From the story told by Rawson, it ap- 
pears that he has been pretty wild and 
has several times ran away from home. 
He once served eight months in the 
army, and was discharged only upon 
the affidavit of his. parents that he was 
under age and enlisted without their 
consent. 

It seems that Norman’s father isa 
laboring man in the town of Beld- 
ing, and the boy had for years 
lived with a_ rich named 


L. Bross, who gave him all confidence | 


and treated him as a son. Having got 
into some trouble over an affair impli- 
cating a young ‘lady, the daughter ofa 

respected family in Belding, Norman 

decided to skip out to avoid serious con- 

sequences.

Reference was made yesterday to a 
traveler who in shopping among the 
ticket offices looking for a cheap ticket 
to Indianapolis claimed he had been of- 
fered a rate of #41, which would 
amount to a cut of $13 from the tariff. 
Later information isto the effect that 
he had bought at Indianapolis a ticket 
to Los Angeles for $41, and he wanted 
togo back again at the same price. 
More than that, he declared he would 


not go back at all unless he could go 
for the same amount it cost him to come 


to California. It is stated that 
‘a broker hete did offer to send 
him to Indianapolis for $45, but 


as that was $4 more than the west- 
bound rate he wouldn’ttrade. The man 
is stilllooking for a ticket agent who 
will send him back home for $41. 
Numerous instances come to light to 
prove that in California business the 
Eastern ticket agents enjoy considerable 
leewav,and get business a‘ any cost. The 
commissions on west-bound business 
are many times larger than on east- 
bound, and this fact is responsible for 
much rate cutting. The railroads 
might go further in the work of popu- 
lating the State by carrying people 
hither for say $5 a head and charging
